It would be difficult to imagine I 
more Rcatbing indictment of the 
present Rcpublicnn-cont rolled Con- 
gress than that uttered by one of its 
own lenders, Representative Jame* 
R. Mnnn, of Illinois, former Repub- 
lican floor lender in the Houw. 
Speaking on the floor of the House 
tm ■< ntly. Mr. Mnnn said: 

"Congress has been in almost con- 
tinuous session for almost a year. 
The Republican side hns n reasona- 
bly large majority. If we say to 
the country, as we will say if this 
rule passes, thnt the Republican ma- 
jority in a year*!* time has been un- 
nble to bring in legislation and per- 
fect it where it is subject to amend- 
ment, it acknowledges its impotency 
and, its hsMpMttj. It wilt be cnlled 
to the attention of your constituents 
on every stump that the Republican 
party has not enacted much re- 
ron-tructive legislation, nnd it will 
be told in addition that the Republi- 
can majority of the House , was 
nfrn'id to enact legisJntion under the 
ordinary rules nnd wns incapacitat- 
ed from following the ordinary prac- 
tice." 

Mr. Mnnn was denouncing the rule 
prohibiting amendments to and lim- 
iting debate on the bonus bill, a bill 
intended to raise a billion and a half 
dollars. The "steering committee" 
hnd ordered the bill O. K.'d by it to 
be passed, or no bill at all, and both 
Democrats and Republicans de- 
nounced the nd e because it forbade 
them the opportunity of even offer- 
ing amendments to remove objec- 
tionable taxation features. Minor- 
ity members desired to amend the 
bill to raise the bonus money by tax- 
ing war profits, but the "steering 
committee" had ordered the tax 
passed to the consumer. 

The rule having been adopted, we 
have Mr. Mann's word for it that 
the Republican party "acknowledges 
its impotency and incapacity."

T 
think, D666MI ril v conversion, and 
"itiiinlv not baptism, but rather ad- 
herence to some definitely Christian 
body appears to be a sine qua non. 
Put the ethical aspect hns by no 
menus disappeared. If the actions 
nre held not to correspond with de- 
clared opinions, the title to the np- 
nellation 'Christian' will be openlv 
disputed.
